a fire for profit, and then have 
it get out of hand and take the 
lives of innocent people. But 
if such a thing should happen, 
| wonder how proud our City 
Leader will be of having said, 
“It 1s no use trying to find out 
who set a fire, it’s just time 
wasted.” 

Mayor Foisom attempts to 
justify his action in tying the 
Police Department's . hands, 
where this crime is concerned, 
by saying that if a person was, 
accused of arson and it wasn’t 
proven, libel charges could be 
filed. If this is true, wouldn't 
the same apply if a person was 
charged with murder, rape, or 
robbery and the charges were 
not proven? Does the Mayor 
plan to stop investigations of 
these crimes also? It would 
take a WRITTEN accusation to 
support a suit for libel and | 
see no reason why our Police 
Department would want to make 
a written accusation against 
anyone before or during an in- 
vestigation. I therefore, will 
not accept Mayor Folsom’'s 
attempt to justify his actic 

I would like to personally 
commend the police officer who 
Started the investigation into 
the alleged arson case. I am 
very sorry that his investiga 
tion was halted by the Mayor, 
and 1 know it must be very 
frustrating to him to be told 
that there are certain crimes 
he cannot investigate. We now 
have the finest police force 
Elba has ever had, and it greatly

In addition, dry beans, such 
as Great Northern, lima, kid- 
ney, pinto and red. are richinB 
vitamins—thiamin, riboflavin 
and niacin and in calcium and 
phosphorus. One cup cooked 
dry beans can provide up to 
one-half the daily recom- 
mended amount of iron. Beans 
are from 20 to 25 percent vege- 
table protein. They go well with 
wheat. corn or rice. or a bit of 
lean meat, tc make a complete 
protein. 

All varieties of dry beans 
require soaking to replace some 
of the moisture lost in drving. 
Soak overnight. using three 
cups of water for each cup of 
beans. or boil for two minutes 
and let stand for an hour. Cook 
the beans in the soaking water 
to preserve the nutrients and

CATFISH GROWN LIKE 
LIVESTOCK 

James Jones, Asbury Com- 
munity, is confine-feeding cat- 
fish. Sounds like I should have 
Said ‘‘confine-feeding hogs‘ or 
cows, doesn't it? But. I did 
not. Catfish is one of the best 
converters We have today. It 
will take just over 2 pounds of 


feed to produce one pound of 
high-protein catfish. 

The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice helped Mr. Jones con- 
struct his pond several years 
ago, and the state stocked it 
with bassand bream. Mr. Jones 
then started raising a few cat- 
fish in the pond as well. Now 
he is using the cage method 


of raising catfish, and can safe- 
ly raise several thousand a 
year with no effect on bass 
and bream. T’- cages are 
three feet by three feet by five 
feet, and the recommended 
stocking rate is 500 fish per 
cage. These are wood frame 
cages covered with one-half 
inch mesh wire. The cage 
fivats yn five feet water with 
one-half foot above the water. 
Mr. Jones has two cages at 
the present time, but men- 
tioned that he may increase in 
the future. 

Mr. Jones stocked the cages 
with fingerlings five to seven 
inches long and has fed them 
seven to ten pounds of feed 
per day. As Mr. Jones says, 
“You just have to watch them 
and not allow them to waste 
it.’ He is going to increase 
this feeding rate some since 
they are approaching a pound 
apiece and might eat a little 
more to finish. 

Jones said that he had been 
feeding these for about seven 
months; however, under opt-

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imum conditions the 500 in 
the cage should be ready in 
six months. 

“Harvesting the fish is the 
easy part of the operation. Just 
pull the cage to the edge of 
the water and dip out the cat- 
fish with a net. Jones har- 
vests the fish at one pound and 
sells to indivievals and neigh- 
bors. 

Since the fish are closely 
confined, it is advised to keep 
some superphosphate nearby or 
have a pump nearby to spread 
water near the cages in caseof 
an oxygen shortage. Also, it 
would be wise to have the nec- 
essary material to treat each 
cage in case disease or para- 
sites attack fish. Individual 
baskets could be treated and 
this would be a great deal 
cheaper than treating the whole 
pond. 
Additional information on 
pond construction and cage 
catfish culture can be obtained 
by contacting the local soil and 
water conservation office in 
your county.
